The sa fest bet in the United S ta tes loday Ls tha t 
the Truman a dm inistra tion, under pressure from all 
organized sides to a uthorize a little Infla tion, will 
y ield "to "demands for higher prjce.s and wages. 
The 
governm ent ha s been ca ught in the middle. 
If It 
lacked its present nom ina l a uthority over prices and 
wages, both would be inclined to rise in the normal 
ceurse of collective &BT|aining and a djustm ents to 
higher production. S in ce it retains a certa in a m ount 
of a uthority , it undoubtedly will use it to perm it what 
otherwise would ha ppen any way . 
But in so doing, unfortuna tely , the a dm inistra tion 
m ust be a party to the illusion tha t it ca n control 
econom ic trends tha t 
arc not subject to 
political 
wa nd-waving. 
Tha t is.,eUonorotc nonsense. 
There is 
no point of sa tiety in t h e n a tion ’s a ppetite for more, 
when the Infla tiona ry spiral is tw isting upward 
The 
whole technique of collective bargaining Ls to seek

There is no more logic in an im plied govern­ 
m ent promise of sta bility if wage ra tes are permitted 
ta increase by a fixed percenta ge tha n there was in 
the implied pr o m i s e 
under the Little Steel formula 
ttfat a 15 per cent increa se during wartime would 
sa tisfy wage ea rners’ dem a nds. 
• It follows in the sa m e line of rea soning tha t there 
Ls no such a thing a s a little infla tion by governm ent 
permission once the infla tiona ry tide begins to run 
The degree of in fla tion therea fter is determ ined not 
by thQ governm ent, but by th e a bility of production 
to puli abreast of the dem a nds of buy ers with ready 
cgsh to spend. Only then ca n there be sta biliza tion, 
in th e sense tha t the infla tiona ry spiral cea ses to 
twLst 
upward. 
And 
a t 
th a t 
point, 
sta biliza tion 
promptly threa tens to turn into defla tion as the spiral 
turns back on Itself a nd twLsts downward. But whqn 
that ha ppens, governm ent's assumed power to govern 
econom ic m a tters by edict Is relinquLshed. Politicia ns 
can pretend to be a ble to control infla tion, but they 
blame priva te enterprise for defla tion.

GUARDING YOUR HEALTH 


Treatment of Stomach Ulcers 


BY HERMAN N. BCNDESEN. M. D. 
ULCER of the stom a ch and first 
part of the bowel is known a.s pep­ 
tic ulcer. It does not alway s require 
hospital trea tm ent nor even that 
tiie pa tient rem ain a t rest. Accord­ 
ing to Doctor T. Grier M iller of 
the University of Pennsy lva nia , if 
there are no com plica tions present, 
pa tients with this disorder may be 
up and about during trea tm ent, but 
to get best results they m ust co­ 
operate in every way . 
Ulcer of the stom a ch is a condi­ 
tion which tends to recur, but if 
the trea tm ent Ls continued, these 
recurrences m ay , in a m ea sure, be 
prevented. 
Attacks of Pain 
In 
ulcer there usua lly are 
a t- 


tient m ust be warned to continue 
w ith tiie diet of the non-irrita ting 
foods a nd to ta ke 
milk 
or 
som e 
a lka line substa nce between m ea l' 
a nd 
a t 
bedtim e. 
He a lso should 
makp sure tha t 
he 
gets 
enough 
sleep a nd rest a nd does not overdo 
or become em otiona lly upset. 
Ulcers have a tendency to recur 
pa rticula rly in the spring and fall. 
Hence, it is a good idea to have 
exa m ina tions m ade at these tim es, 
including an X-ra;. of the stom a ch 
and bowel. In other words, ulcers 
ca n only 
be successfully 
handled 
m edically by tre a tm e nt over
